And whereas another Act was passed in the last Session of Parlia- i vkt. c 74 
ment, whereby further temporary provision was made to the like end : 
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And whereas it is fitting that such provision should be continued ; 
it riimfoK enatteh, by The QUEEN's most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, THAT no Conveyance Aliena- 
15 tion, Settlement, Charge or Incumbrance whatsoever of, out of or tieCouTcy- 
upon any lands, tenements or hereditaments to which any Body ^rate^o^ 
Corporate or late or reputed Body Corporate named in the Schedule to 
the said first-recited Act annexed, or any one or more of the members 

of any of the said Bodies Corporate, in bis or their corporate capacity

or any person or persons m trust tor them or any of them, now have lOth Fe- 
rqa l)niaTyl836. 
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or may hereafter acquire, or on or before the Sixteenth day of February 
One thousand tight hundred and Thirty-six had or have since then 
acquired any right or title, unless in pursuance some covenant or 
contract or agreement bonS. fide made or entered into on or before the 
smd Sixleenih day of February, by or on behalf of such Body Cor- 5 
porate, or of some resolution duly entered in the corporate books of 
such Body Corporate on or before the said Sixteenth day of February, 
shall (except as hereinafter provided) bemade or executed, by or on behalf 
of such Body Corporate, before the First day of September One thousand 
eight hundred and Forty, and that no contract, covenant or agree- jo 
aient to convey or to charge such lands, tenements or hereditaments, 
entered into after the passing of this Act, and before the said First 
day of September, shall, except as hereinafter provided, be valid ; and 
no assignment, grant or disposition of or covenant or agreement to 
affect any personal estate or estates of any such Body Corporate, 15 
which may be hereafter made before the said First day of September, 
shall, except as hereinafter provided, be valid and effectual : Provided 
Proviso. always, That nothing herein contained shall extend to such disj)ositions 
as may be made before the said First day of September of any part of 
the real or personal estate of any such Body Corporate for paying any 20 
just and lawful debt contracted by them before the said Sixteenth day 
of February One thousand eight hundred and Thirty-six, or for pay- 
ing any debt which any such Body Corporate shall have been or 
may be directed to pay, by any order, judgment or decree of any 
Court of Law or Equity, or for defraying tfie legal .salaries of 25 
necessary officers and other legal and necessary disbursements of streh 
Body Corporate.
